The first stages of a proposed 
widening of the central walkway 
through campus were evident last 
week as workers exposed the tap 
roots on three trees in front of the 
anthropology buildings. 

The plans call for a 17-foot- 
wide walkway from Social Science 
to Douglass Hal! ending in a 10- 
foot-wide curving walk leading out 
to the quad. The construction Is 
part of the master plan of the cam- 
pus as a minor capital outlay pro- 
ject 

The present walkway will be ex- 
tended two feet towards the trees 
and five feet towards the buildings. 
This will eliminate the grass strips 
along those buildings but will leave 
the light standards and shrubs 
where they are. The three trees 
along anthropology will not be cut 
down, according to Gordon 
Landsness. director of Plant 
Operations 

It was thought that some of the 
roots would have to be cut to build 
the ten inch deep curbs that will 
border the walkway. This has been 
reconsidered and no roots will be

cut, thus ending any danger that 
the trees might fall during heavy 
winds and rain. Instead, where the 
walkway passes by the trees, two- 
inch deep curbs will be built and 
the regular 10-inch ones will be 
built in all other areas. Landsness 
said that his grounds supervisor, 
Gus Hermoso, had consulted a tree 
surgeon about the roots in regard 
to construction problems 

At the same time as_ the 
walkway 1s being put in, a parking 
pad for Audio Visual’s new por- 
table TV van will be built on the 
southeast corner of the Engltsh 
building. This will be set back 35 
feet and some bushes will be 
removed. A new shrubline will be 
planted, however 

John Cox, Associate Vice 
President for Planning and 
Management said the construction 
will be done during the semester 
break Landsness said that 
construction could start during 
school as the curbs can go in first 
and then the path simply rolled on 
in one sweep down the walkway 
The weather will probably dictate 
just when construction will begin, 
however

Employees present grievances 


and equity apply toallemplovees.”

Several ASI employees, 
representing 19 other ASI em- 
ployees, appeared before the ASI 
Executive Committee meeting last 
Friday to file grievances against the 
ASI 

The body moved into an 
unscheduled executive session to 
hear Cheri Hunt, representative of 
the California State Employees’ 
Association and spokesperson for 
the employees, orally pfésent the 
grievances. The nature of the 
grievances were not made public 
during the meeting, but Hunt in- 
dicated that they included salaries, 
wages, and working conditions 

Dean of Students Norm Better 
expressed misgivings about hear- 
ing grievances without any 
grievance procedures to follow 
Currently, the ASI doesn’t have 


specific employee 
procedures, but its employees may 
avail themselves of CSUS staff 
grievance procedures. “You cannot 
ignore these problems, and hope 


grievance 


they will go away.” Hunt 
contended 
Student Senate Chair Jim 


Hollenback advocated that the 
committee move into executive ses- 
sion with only the aggrieved 
present and “no representatives or 
nothing.” 

Better later suggested that the 
employees file their grievances in 
writing and await the = es- 
tablishment of proper employee 
grievance procedures. Hunt 
demanded to know what the em- 
ployees were to do in the meantime 
and objected to filing written 
grievances without oral ex- 
planations. “You do not need a 
procedure to make sure that justice 


The executive 
committee will respond to the 
grievances at their October 24 
meeting 

Prior to the agenda item dealing 
with the employee's grievances, 


she emphasized 


ASI General Counsel Gary Ar- 
chibald submitted a draft of ASI 
employee grievance procedures 
Archibalid’s document suggests, 
first that the aggrived employee, 
his immediate supervisor, and the 
AS! Executive Director informally 
meet to attempt to arrive al a pos- 
sible solution to the problem. If an 
employee is still unsatisfied, the 
document continued, they may 
appeal to the ASI Executive Com- 
mittee The executive committee's 
decision, unless involving policy oi 
budget changes, would be final 
Action will be taken on the

south Sacramento Casillas 
contends she has three advantages 
in this race 

First. she is a native northern 
Calitorman, having been born 38 
vears ago in Pittsburgh. Contra 
Costa County. She has ‘ived in 
Sacramento 1S years. Fazio. the 
favorite in the race. was born in 
Massachusetts and went to school 
in New Jersey and New York 
before coming to California 

Second : she believes her 15 
\ears in tie legislature make her 
the most qualified candidate. Fazio 
recently resigned as director of 
Assembly Mayority Consultants 
and entered the assembly in 1967 as 
a staff member of the Way» and 
Means Committee 

Third, Casillas hopes the voters 
in Yolo and Solano counties will 
see in Fazio’s candidacy an attempt 
by Assembly Speaker Leo McCar-

thy (D-San Francisco) to force his 
choice on them, an attempt she 
hopes will backfire in her favor 

“The speaker holds too much 
power. There is stili a certain 
provincialism in the people of Yolo 
and Solano counties. They are 
wary of urban politicians and their 
motives.” Casillas said. (Yolo 
County, especially, 1s primarily a 
rural. agricultural area.) 

Continuing the discussion of the 

campaign itself, Casillas alleged 
that 2710 
dorsement (along with herself) of 
the Central California Women’s 
Democratic Caucus by stacking 
the membership. despite Fazio's 
not having shown up at last week's 
endorsement dinner. She contends 
the Caucus opened up its member- 
ship just a few days before the 
dinner and Fazio sent his people in 
to signup. “That's just not kosher,” 
she complains 

In spite of her strong feelings 
about the way the campaign ts be- 
ing conducted and who appears tox 
be trying to exert their influence on 
Casillas attempts to 
present herself as an issues- 
oriented campaigner. Above all, 
she worries about the economy and 
believes full employment will solve 
many problems 

“Unemployment pits —s race 
against race and men against wmen 
in the competition for the few jobs 
that are available.” she asserts 

She would help the small 
business man and woman through 
tax breaks and low interest loans 
She supports the newly-formed 
State Development Bank which 
receives money from private tinan- 
help small

“We must improve the business 
climate.” Casillas supports a bill by 
Sen David Roberti (D- 
Hollywood) to do away with the 
business inventory tax over a five-

Casillas includes under small 
business the smali family-owned 
farm. which she says can only sur- 
vive if full production is en- 
couraged. She favors the 10-year- 
old Williamson Act which gives the 
farmer property tax relief in ex- 
change for continuing to cultivate 
his land 

“By offering protection to these 
people we keep them from selling 
out to the developer,” Casillas said. 

“We should have in our minds 
and hearts a sensitivity to keeping 
agricultural land in its present 
state. | would treat farm land as if it 
were a public trust. | think it is one 


of our greatest natural resources.”

Trip tips offered 


If vou are considering a trip to 
furope. Asia. or South America 
this vear. then your first trip should 
he to locate a reliable charter flight 
Charter tares are usually the 
cheapest way to travel and can save 
vou several hundred dollars over 
the cost of a regularly scheduled 
tight 

Many airlines such as Pan Am 
and Aw France operate charter 
tHhghts in addition to their regular 
Other airlines

scheduled service 
such as Over Seas 
Airways and World. are known as 
“supplementals” and they operate 
charter tlhights only 

Although the names of the sup- 
plementals are not generally 
known as well, both types of 
airlines operating frem the U.S. are 
required to meet the same safety re- 
quirements and service on charters 

meals. Movies. etc is com- 
parable to that 
economy-class scheduled flights 

The big disadvantage to charter 
{lights ts that there ts always a pos- 
sibility that the flight will be 
cancelled because not enough of 
the available seats were sold. This 


otftered on 


risk can be minimized if vou make 
vour reservations with an ex- 
perienced organizer. Most charters 
specify fixed round-trip dates. so 
vou will have less flexibility. but 
this ts usually a small price to pay 
for the large savings over fares on 
scheduled flights 

Some charters are 
illegally and thus will generally be 
very unreliable: vou should check 
before making 
vations. Generally if the type of 
charter. name of the airlines and 


operated 


carefully reser- 


the other details are easily ob- 
tained, the flight 1s probably 
legitimate. But if you have dit- 
ficulty finding out this type of in- 
formation, it may be because the 
flight isn’t being operated ac- 
cording to Civil Aeronautics Board 
(CAB) regulations 

Basically there are two types of 
charters suitable for independent 
travelers leaving trom the US 


Affinity Charters and Travel! 
Group Charters 
Affinity Charters are the 


traditional charters which require 
prior membership in a club or 
school before you are eligible to 
join the flight. Unless you are 
‘ulready a member of a travel club, 
or the school is sponsoring a 
charter. you probably won't have 
much success in locating an affinity 
charter. If the school is offering one 
it will be reliable. convenient and 
low in cost 

Affinity charters offered by 
travel clubs are only open to those 
who have been members for at least 
six months, so beward of any “af- 
{inity charter” which allows you to 
book a seat even sf you don’t meet 
this requirement. If you were to be 
accepted illegally. others probably

travel Group Charters (1GC's) 
are a newer tyxe of charter. and 
thes have no eligibility re- 
quirements. What they do require 
is. that reservations be made at 
least 65 davs prior to departure 
There is a very good chance that 
this requirement will be changed in 
the very near future to 30 days 


Generally. af vou locate a 
suitable TGC thight. you don't need 
to worry about the realiability of 
the operator because each flight 
must be authorized by the CAB 
hetore itcan be advertized. But you 
do need to locate one quickly. 
because of the 65-day advance 
reservation requirement. A few 
bookings can be made after this 
deadline to replace passengers who 
cancel. but by and large you will 
need to make vour charter reser- 
vations well in advance tf you want 


the sure of a seat 


When making a TGC reser- 


vation, vou will be required to 
make

From the Inside 
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Program offers 
more involvement

If you are frustrate! with the 
traditional classroom approach to 
education and would like instead 
to spend a semester working full- 
time on a project of your own 
choice, the CSUS Individualized 
Learning Program (ILP) may be 
what you're looking for 

ILP. now in its fourth semester 
of operation, offers students 15 
units of upper-division credit for 
carrying out a project or research 
problem in consultation with a 
taculty member 

The idea, say the program direc- 
tors, 1s to help students “assume 


responsibility for their learning 
and to develop their capacity tor 
critical and creative thinking, 


speaking and writing on matters of 
importance to them.” 

Faculty participants devote 
full-time to the program and are 
drawn trom a variety of disciplines 
to afford students a wide choice of 
subject areas to explore 

Program coordinator Joe 
Heller stresses that students need 
not havea high GPA to take part in 
the program, but should be at the 
upper-division level and should not 
be working more than 20 hours a 
week 

The only other requirements, he 
says, are that the student be 


genuinely interested in the selected 
project and that the project match 
one of the disciplines represented 
by faculty members participating 
that semester 

Heller reports that student pro- 
semester included: the 
writing of a political novel, original 
research on U.S. involvement in 
and the tran- 
slation of a book from English to 
Arabic 

Students may apply program 
units to their major or to free elec- 
tive upper-division credit depen- 
ding on the project nature and 
content. Heller explains that credit 
for the writing of a political novel, 
for example, might be applied to 
both government and English 
Grading ts on a credit{no credit 
basis 

The program structure includes 
individual weekly meetings with 
the faculty coordinator and group 
meetings with other faculty and 
student participants. Group 
meetings are used for the dis- 
cussion of student projects and to 
present general interest topics 
chosen by the group 

Interested students may contact 
the program administrators in 
Room 200 of the Old Library 
Interviews will be in late November 
and early December for the pur-

The Califor- 
nia Supreme Court, in its Serrano 
vs. Priest decision, has stated that 
using property taxes to finance 
education puts a burden on poor 
districts. Casillas says the state 
should play a greater role, but she 
doesn't believe a tax increase 1s 
necessary to find new revenues 

Consumer protection ts another 
issue Casillas would like to see in- 
jected into the campaign. She 
contends state boards and com- 
missions could stand to have more 
laymen as members, and would 
even like to see some commissions 
“disintegrated.” contending they 
protect special interests more than 
the public
